Page 3, please amend the second paragraph as 

follows : 

When administered orally, phosphate-binding polymers 
adsorb phosphorus in foods and are excreted into the feoes to 
thereby inhibit the absorption of phosphorus via the digestive 
traots, thus controlling the serum phosphorus level. These 
phosphate-binding polymers are taken in a relatively large 
single dose, i.e., from 1 to 2 g. Because they react with 
water and thus swell rapidly, the phosphate-binding polymers 
can be hardly taken as such. What is more, tablets prepared 
by compressing the conventional phosphate-binding polymers 
without additives have only insufficient tablet hardness, so 
it has been essential to incorporate substantial amounts of 
crystalline cellulose and/or low substituted hydroxypropyl
